“There are almost as many squeakers nowadays as 
there are bank buckers,’’ observed a veteran faro bank 
dealer, “Squeakers? Why, the Injun givers I mean 

the fellows who, knowing all about the gambling laws, 
put up a squeak for their money back when they lose 
or welch on their checks and I, O. U.'s, 

* People like that were unknown in the old days. 
Losers never hollered. When I first cut a ventilating 
hole in the top of a hata man who'd gone broke at bank 
or wheel would as soon have thought of asking for the 
bank boss’s watch and chain and studs as he would of 
bleating for his coin back. It was an ordinary thing 
for regulars, of course, in the old days to ask for a little 
toll out, to try their luck down the street, when they’d 
rone broke at one bank.
